The announcement gains increased significance in view of an 
authoritative statement from Brussels that the German industrials 
in the Ruhr are coming forward in increasing numbers to negotiate 
the resumption of work and deliveries in kind. Workmes have 
resumed their occupations in a large number ef districts.

General Mueller, commander of the Reichwehr in Saxony, has 
prohibited the formation cf “proletarian centuries” and similar 
organisations on the ground of their being used for the purpose of 
terrorizing other sections of the population. The penalty is a fine 
of fifteen thousand gold marks. This order is a severe blow to the 
Saxon socialist and Communist Government, which approved ef the 
formation of such bodies with a view to using them in case of 
necessity.

‘The 
explosion was heard fifty kilometres away. Relief funds for the 
familNes of the victims are meeting with a generous respons?.

THE POWER TO 
FORGET. 


A medical writer expresses the 
opinion inthe London Times that 
‘lan exceptionally keen memory 
iis often a sign of ill-health. This 
isa new idea, and it is further 
élaborated inthe statement that 
there is apt to be something 
physically at fank with the per- 
son who remembers too much of 
the past especially the unpleas- 
ant things of life. Strong and 
healthy people seem able to for- 
get the unpleasant aspects of 
existence -they dismiss them 
from their minds as we discard 
old rubbish. unworthy of further 
thought. On the other hand, the 
unhealthy, and particularly the 
brooding neurasthenics. garden 
their troubles. They keep dis- 
appointing memories, in “mind, 
nurse and coax them -like the 
person who “enjoys poor health.” 


There would certainly appear 
tn-be reason for thinking that the 
art of forgetting. within, reuson- 
able bounds, is as desirable an ac- 
complizhment as the development 
of keen memory. All ofns get hard 
knocks.in life—disappointments, 
unfulfilled hopes. If we were 
unable to forget these, existence 
would be drab and dismal, 
Memory. after all; has to do, with 
the past, and the man who has 
it keenly developed is often an- 
chored back in byegone days. 
It is quite the reverse in the case 
of the man withthe ability to 
forget-—he rings down the car- 
tain on the past, lives. in the 
present and hopes the best for 
the future. In the restless parts 
of the world at present the chief 
trouble is to forget the prejudices, 
injustice and hatred of the past. 


According the ‘ medical 
writer whom we have’ quoted,| 
forgetting is pot an accident—it 
js an effort of tho -will-power. 
The stronger vur will-power, the 
easier is it to blot the past from 
our conscious minds. The jovial 


to 


forgetting hay a great advantage. 
He may not be able entirely to 


Jignore the nnplessantries of life 


‘as they came along, but he at 
least ‘does not meat them with a 
magnifying glass. So it would 
appear that s good memory is 
most valuable when accompanied 
by the capacity to forget as’ well. 


Mr. Moller’s Obstinacy. 


Elsewhere in this issue will be 
found the report of an interview 
which a representative of the 
Telegraph had to-day with Mr. 
A.G.M. Fleteher on the latest 


[effusion from the pen of Mr. Eric 


Moller of Shanghai. We speak 
of Mr. Moller’s “obstinacy 
because we do not like. to think 
that the word we should use is 
“obtusaness.” In making his 
original allegations, this: gentle- 
man cast aspersions on the in- 
tegrity and honesty of purpose of 
the Hongkong Government, and 
even of individuals, which it will 
take long to efface entirely. Some 
of the Home papers, only, half 
informed, have attacked the local 
administration for its alleged bad 
faith, and when mud is thrown 
some of itsticks. We had thought 
that Mr. Moller had been definite- 
ty answered, but apparently he 
has keen unable to see that his 
whole case is based on false 
premises, the outstanding one 
being the wrong idea he has got 
into his head that the local 
Government did the requisition- 
ing and in other ways acted on 
its own initiative. The con- 
troversy has become tiresome. 
The Colonial Secretary has, by 
documentary evidence, proved 
that Mr. Moller’s contentions are 
due to his misunderstanding of 
the facts of the case, but Mr. 
Moller refuses to budge an inch. 
Ttisa matter now of argument for 
argument’s sake. Nothing can 
prevent Mr. Mollerdeclaring that 
white is black as long as he wants 
to;and , we can leave him to that 
pastime if it pleases him to 
continue it. ‘ 


Race Course and Rain. 


Even the little rain of the la-t 
two days has been sufficent to 
cause anxiety as to whether the 
race course will be ina fit state 
for the November Gymkhana. Ir, 
ts all very well ifa few days’ rain 
precedes a dry spell of a week or 
so, but if we are in for a series of 
wet days. the prospects are not 
at all bright. The:whole matter 
appears to be one of proper 
drainage, and suggests that those 
who planned the drainage from 
Wongneichong years ago were 
anything but gifted with fore- 
sight. It i+ impossible to believe 
that Hongkongis going on, searon 
after season, aeceepting the 
periodical flooding of portions of 
Happy Valley as inevitable. It 
is certainly time the fact was 
realised. that such drainage as 
now exists is utterly inadeqrate. 
More. deeper, and betrer-planned 
channels are required in the 
cemeteries. A much bigger -- 
obviously a considerably deeper — 
nullshis wanted fromthe Worig- 
neichong village end right down 
the valley. The present nullab has 
been definitely proved inadequate. 
‘and was the the cause of all the 
recent serious damage toa large 
portion of the race course. We 
realise the fact- the unfortunate 
fact--that the P. W. D.is not in 
sufficient strength to tackle all 
the work that is awaiting it, but 
we trust something might still be 
done to improve conditions in 
Happy Valley. The putting-off 
‘of urgent matters like this savours 
too much of'a “ maskee” outlook. 
and we should regret te think 
that such were the atmosphere at 
headquarters. : 


Peking Seeing Reason. 


According toa'message received 
yesterday, the Cabinet at Peking 
has decided to agree to all the 
demands made by the Powers in 
connection with tho Lincheng 
affair except the dismissal of the 
Military Governor of Shantung. 
It ix something at least to find a 
compliance of sorts after all this 
long time of argument. Perhaps 
even the aforesaid dismissal 
might be agreed to in time, for 
the whole matter has been 
very like o hard-bargaining 
transaction. We presume that 
haggling, like “squeeze,” being 
such an inherent trait in the 
country, it was natural .that 
acquiescence did not come in full, 
oratonce. But what about the 
various serious bandit outrages 
that have since occurred? Is the 
Lincheng affair to cloud other 
issues? If the Chinese politicians 
think so, they must be negotiating 
with the ‘Powers with their 
tongues in their cheeks. For the 
honour of whatever. shreds of 
foreign prestige still remain it is 
time the Powers got a move on, 
and a big move at that,

Fletcher, “is that the Colonial 
Government did aot requisition 
any vessels. It was the Home 
Government who did the requisi- 
tioning, and whether or not they 
had the power todo sois a mat 
tar for them to consider.” 

Another statement by Mr. 
Moller is.as follows: -"The Liner 
Requisition Scheme covered and 
WAS ppplicable only to such 
vessels as were Tunning in 
FEnited Kingdom waters, and 
vessels whose ports of registration 
were in the United Kingdom.” 

To this the Colonial Secretary 
replied by pointing out that the 
requisition scheme was be in 
Home waters in 1917 by the Im- 
peria! Government, ‘and was 
extended by them -in 1918 to 
Eastern waters. : 
Further, Mr. Moller declares:— 

The powers of the Shipping Con- 
troller, Colonel Thompson, were 
Hmited to vessels on the UT. K. 
registry, or in the U. K. waters, 
and such powérs as he had, 
did not permit bim to requisition 
vessels in Far Eastern: waters, 
hailing from Singapore or Hong- 
kong or Shanghai.” * 

Mr. Fletcher commented on the 
absurdity of such a statement. 
Colonel Thompson had no powers 
in Home waters, and was sent out 
to the East to manage the Eastern 
requisitions as the deputy of the 
Home Shipping:Controller. . 

Concerning the “legality ~ or 
otherwise of the scheme, Mr. 
Moller says the Home Govern- 
ment “had definitely: advised the 
Colonial Government that they 
‘(the Home Government) would 
not be responsible for any of the 
results of the requisition, be it 
either war risky profit or loss, in- 
surance or utherwiae, and it cer- 
tainly must have been plain to 
the Hongkong Government that 
they had a very serious respon- 


sibility to face ifthey took upon . 


themselves the requisitioning of 
vessels for purposes other than 
the aid or defence of their Colony 
or for War Requirements.”: 

The Colonial Secretar pointed 
out to our representative that this 
allegation has already been 
answered in the fact that the 
lecal Government dic not take it 
upon themselves to requisition 
any vessels whatever. 

7 Mr. Moller further contends :— 

The Imperial Indemnity Act 
could not and did not apply to 
legal proceedings undertaken at 
Hongkong and in order to protect 
itself, the Government of Hong- 
kong had to pass a Special In- 
demnity Ordinance founded on. 
the basis of the Imperial Act, but 
including certain specific clauses. 

. . the additional words 
being as follows: “Or for the 


which was acquired by the Gov- 
ernment of the Colony of Hong- 
kong in consequence of any such 
act, matter or thing.” ‘ 

Mr. Fletcher ‘said this al- 
legation had also been very 
easily answered... Whether or 


to Hongkong was for. the 
Impérial Government to decide, 
They told the local Government 
to pass the Indemnity Ordinance, 
Furthermore, the Home Govern- 
ment definitely ordered - the 
Hongkong authorities not to re- 
turn the’ profits made out of the 
requisition to the ownoers of the, 
ships, and the special clause was 
inserted in order to make it 
certain that the money did not

The.whole point of the’mat- 
ter,” concluded: Mr. Fletcher, 
“is this. The local: Government 
did not requisition any .vessels 
whatever, under any “kind* of” 
order. Under instructions from 
ths Imperial Government, they 
managed the vessels requisition- 
ed by the Admiralty.”

Ic is now found 
that their qualifications do not 
comply with the Tequitements of 
the new law of’ reciprocity de- 
tween different countries—in this 
case between Britain and Ger- 
many. As their registration has 
fallen into ‘abeyance as it were, 
they have had their names re- 
moved from the list of medical 
practitioners entitled to practice 
in the Colony. uatil such time as 
they might be able to establish 
their right to reinstatement. 


LOCAL WIRELESS. 


BROADCASTING STILL 
BEING CONSIDERED. 
’ Seen by a representative of the 
Telenruph to-day, Mr. S. BB. 
'McElderry, who is one of the 
Government representatives on 
the committee appointed a few 
months ago tu consider - loca! 
radio. matters. stated that the 
whole subject of broadeas sting has 
still to be decided. The com- 
mittee hax had only one meeting 
so far, and is awaiting the final 
conclusions of the committee 
which is enquiring into similar 
questions at Home.

MUSICAL — 
TYPEWRITER. 


A professor of bacteriology in 
Mount Vincent College, and in 
no way identified with the music 
industry, Dr. Moriz’ Stoehr of 
New York has invented and 
patented an inganious transpos- 
ing device and musical type- 
writer which will, he claims, be 
of value to musicians and com- 
posers. Dr. Stoehr, whose wife 
is Herma Menthe, an accom: 
plished pianist, evolved the idoa.

with artists. who expressed the 
need of a good transposing in- 
strament. With this device per- 
fected the professor was led into 
further experimenting with the 
Musical typewriter and musi 
role cutter which he explains a.
